One of the prettiest corn 
fields I have seen in a long time 
is an acre patch just East of 
William Bullard’s home, West of 
the Elba athletic field He plant- 
ed the highly recommended hy- 
brid seed and he has a perfect 
stand which is about at the 
roasting ear stage. He planted 
it unusually thick and has used 
over 1,000 pounds of fertilizer. 
With a little rain it should make 
something like 100 bushels to 
the acre—maybe more.

Alabama’s compulsory  state- 
wide X-ray against tuberculosis, 
the first of its kind ever to be 
undertaken by any state, has 
started rolling, Dr. G. D. Gill, 
State Health Officer, annoucned 
today. 

“Three machines, making 70- 
millemeter X-ray pictures of the 
chest, are in constant use,” he 
said. “A fourth is kept in re- 
serve for immediate use should 
one of the others break down. 
The films are sent to the State 
Health Department’s Division of 
Tuberculosis Controi for deve- 
loping and interpretation. Those

$200,00,00 Cotten 
Crep Possible 
This Year. 


Alabama's first $200,000,000 
cotton crop may be harvested 
in 1948. Last year Alabama far- 
mers ginned 908,110 bales. This 
year they increased their cotton 
acreage an estimated 10 to 15 
per cent. 

O. N. Andrews, API extension 
cotton improvement specialist, 
reports that over fifteen hund- 
red tons of breeder seed have 
been plantd. A majority of the 
acreage was planted with de- 
linted and treated seed not over 
three years from the breeder. 
Most of the acreage was planted 
to varieties recommended by the 
Alabama Experiment Station 
Approximately 40 per cent of 
the total acreage was planted by 
;}members of one-variety-cotton- 
communities. Farmers in gener- 
al are using higher rates of fer- 
tilizer per acre than they have 
ever used before 

Andrews urges cotton growers 
to do everything possible to keep 
a good stand. Cultivate shallow 
and often enough to control the 
weeds. Control boll wevils and 
other insects. Pick and gin cot- 
ton for high grade. 

“These measures,” Andrews 
adds, “should mean a million- 
bale, high-quality, cotton crop 
this year. Then, if prices re- 
main year present levels Ala- 
bama farmers will have their 
first $200.000,000 cotton crop.”
